‘ An act to authorize the form ation of railroad 
corporations, and to regulate the sam e.’” passed 
April secoud, eighteen hundred and fifty. 


P a s s e d A pril 23, 1874; three-fiftlis being present. 
The People o f the State o f New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact an follows: 


S e c t io n 1. Section five of chapter six hundred 
and ninety-seven of the laws of eighteen hundred 
and sixty-six, entitled “ An act supplem entary to 
the act entitled “ An act to authorize the forma­ 
tion of railroad corporations, and to regulate the 
sam e,’ ” passed April second, eighteen hundred and 
fifty, is hereby am ended so as to read as follows : 
5 5. The continuance of any railroad corporation 
now existing, or hereafter to be formed under the 
law so fth is State, may lie extended beyond the 
tim e nam ed for th at purpose in its act or acts of 
incorporation, or to the articles of association of 
such corporation, by the filing in the office of th e 
Secretary'of State a certificate of consent to such 
extension, signed by the holders of tw o-thirds in 
am ount of the stock held by the stockholders of 
such corporation, anil in every case where such 
consent has been or shall he so Hied, the term of 
existence of such corporation is hereby extended 
and declared to be extended for the period desig­ 
nated in such certificate, and each such corpora­ 
tion shall, during the period nam ed in such cer­ 
tificate, possess and enjoy all the rights, privileges 
anci franchises enjoyed or exercised by such cor­ 
poration at the tim e such certificate was or shall 
be filed.

twenty years ago, and tell us whether or not 
the world moves.

I here is more of the spirit abroad than people 
think of making contributions and afterwards 
diminishing their value by little eccentricities 
of meanness. It doesn't seem lo occur to such 
people that this isn’t putting their meanness 
where it will do the most good.

Brigham Young has not forgotten all the 
trick.-J( hat marked his earlier life as an apostle, 
nor utterly lost the spirit in which they were 
conceived. 
Ho has lately had an additional 
revelation from heaven by which he is com 
nianded to take possession of all the property 
of Ins followers and use it (or the good of a 
new order called Hic Order of Enoch. 
The 
prophet assures the gullible crowds who are 
still foolish enough to believe in what he says, 
that the ground which now forms the bottom 
of the Gulf of Mexico was once the site of a 
great city, the inhabitants or which in the 
course of time became so perfect and pious 
that God removed the whole metropolis bodi­ 
ly to heaven. 
Young is about getting up a 
second edition of the ascended Jerusalem and 
informs bis people that an indispensable pre­ 
requisite is that they should place In his 
charge their worldly substance aud depend 
for (lie necessaries of life upon his liounty.

It doesn’t seem to occur to such 
people that this isn’t putting their meanness 
where it will do the most good.

It is under everything, hud all things gravi­ 
tate towards it at last as surely as they do 
towards the dust which is our common mother. 
The gold and silver spangles of the hero of a 
short hour in the arena are, to the wide-open 
eyes of boyhood,who forgets to suck his orauge 
while he looks upon them, the very decora­ 
tions of knight-errantry and the ruling ambi­ 
tion of his beating heart. 
“ Oh,” he thinks, 
If I can only sometime perform in a circus 
and ride a beautiful horse and wear those 
wonderful shiny clothes and have thousands 
of people looking at me and clapping their 
hands to me, how happy I shall be.” 
To the 
boy, the sight before him is o creation of fairy 
power and he would scarcely be surprised to 
have the rings, horses, riders and all dissolve 
from view in the manner in which his dreams 
have often vanished at early morning. 
Now, 
who could be so cruel as to tell that boy, 
perched upon a narrow wooden seat looking 
at the circus, that what he scea ¡3 mostly a 
delusion—or what rough men, who are or as­ 
sume to be blase, call a humbug ? 
Why tell 
him that the seemingly gorgeous robes of sil­ 
ver and gold are not thick with those prociou3 
metals and that they are really made of a stuff 
that will shine most for the money ?

that the smiling young rider 
was very tired from having to 
do the 
same thing a dozen times a day all the week 
long? 
Why point out to our enthusiastic 
youngster, who is now sucking the peel of his 
orange, that the splendid lady who stands up 
so bravely and gracefully on the back of her 
cantering “ steed ” enjoys her own perform­ 
ance mucli less than she appears to do and 
kisse3 her jeweled fingers to the clod-hoppers 
at her feet, not from love of them, but as 
part of the “ business ” of her profession ? Why 
labor to conviuce our boy that the ponies,that 
are so cunning aun intelligent and do so many 
admirable things, have a wholesome recollec­ 
tion of the whippings and painful rehearsals 
which went to make up their limited educa­ 
tion? What should we gain by thus ruthlessly 
overthrowing the air-castles from the believin 
heart of our boy on the narrow board by our 
side?

S w i n g ’s Search for Peace 
Prof. Swing’s withdrawal from the Presby­ 
terian church is perfectly natural, though it 
is difficult for Ins friends to comprehend it.

religion as to obtain quiet in a saw mill__ 
Swing is, wo think, quite right in not consid­ 
ering it hia forte to fight theological duels. 
He has all the religion and Patton all the 
theology with precious little religion, and it 
will probably do nobody any good for Prof. 
Swing to wear blmaelf out in knocking the 
dust out of Patton.

now out of him to set the wholo Presbyterian

The flrst section of tiie ordinance 
of tiie City of Kingston entitled “ An O rdinance to 
regulate by license the exhibitions of circuses and 
other shows or entertainm ents,” passed by the 
Common Council of said City, Ju n e 17, 1872, is 
hereby am ended so as to read as follows : 
“ S e c t io n 1. No exhibition of any circus, cara­ 
van or m enagerie, theatre, curiosities, tricks of 
legerdemain, or other shows or entertainm ents 
hereinafter mentioned, shall be perm itted In said 
city, unless the person or persons intending to 
make such exhibition shall flrst obtain a perm it In 
w riting from the Mayor for each separate exhi­ 
bition or perform ance; for which perm it the fol­ 
lowing sums respectively shall be paid for each 
separate exhibition or perform ance, viz :

The question involved is that Hie 
principal of Hie mortgage not being due when 
the action was commenced, a tender had been 
made of the interest on His mortgage prior to 
the commencement of the action, which ten­ 
der had been refused, and also tiiat $500 of 
the principal was not collectable by the plain­ 
t s , who was the assignee of tho mortgage. 
Judge Ingalls holds that the $500 was not 
collectable, and he has directed a decree to be 
entered foreclosing the mortgage for $3,OOO 
with interest, aud without costs lo either 
party as against Hie other. 
Pratt was Hic 
assignee of the mortgage, w hich upon lls face 
was for $3,500. 
A tnau named MsCabe built 
a bouse for Aston, aud in paymeut took (be 
mortgage for $3,500, and then assigned it to 
Pratt for its face value. 
Now Aston claims 
that there was really due on the mortgage 
only $3,000, and that the remaining $500 was 
never advanced by McCabe to Aston, bul was 
added to the $3,000 only as a sort of security. 
Judge Ingalls decides that the tender of inter­ 
est on the mortgage was riot sustained, and 
lienee lie directs a foreclosure, but iuasmuch 
as the defendants have succeeded iii reducing 
the amount ;of the mortgage $500, and the 
action being an equity action, costs being in 
the discretion of the court, they are denied to 
either party as against the other.— Troy 
Times.

E ditor F r e e m a n :—Having ridden several 
times over the Wallkill to New York and back 
and haring tested, as I think, its usefulness 
and practicability, I would like the privilege 
of a few lines in your paper to say somethin 
of our "W est Shore Road.” And first, then, the 
Wallkill Valley affords the quickest, while at 
the same time the pleasantest route to the 
city. 
The Hu lion River road has tLree express 
trains a day: on J leaving Rhinebeck 8:29, 
another at 12:19 an I tile list at 6:38. 
To 
take the first it is impossible in the winter 
and very inconvenient in summer; to take the 
second Bids you on the cars in the hottest 
part of Cie day, and brings you iii New York 
city just in time to sec all the stores closin 
aud business for the day practically finished 
while the litter lands uptown at a late hour in 
the evening, and you consume another hour 
in getting from the Forty-second street depot 
to the Astor House. 
So far then, as the Hud 
son River road is concerned, it presents no 
conveniences at all for business men to and 
from Kingston to New York city. 
With regard to the Wallkill, its time table 
presents a more interesting sight. Barring Hie 
ride in the horse cars to Itondout, dispensing 
with the ferry to Rhinebeck, doing away with 
the general tedious and unpleasant waiting in 
tho depot at Rhincclill', the Wallkill Valley has 
a through train in wating at the Kingiton 
depot every morning ut 7:15, which, without 
change of cars, in a little over fo u r hours 
lands passengers either at Thirtieth or Cham­ 
bers street, thus obviating another disagreea­ 
ble circumstance hitherto attendant upon 
travel from here to the city, to-wit: the hour's 
ride in the crowded horse car from the Hud­ 
son River depot to the business portion of Hie 
city. 
Tile same convenience is seen iii Hie 
return I rip. 
At 3:30 yon leave New York, at 
8:15 you are home in Kingston. 
With regard to the plcusaatness of the route, 
we have only to say that the Wallkill Is famed 
for its tine scenery and that the Shawangunk 
range projecting their dull gray peaks into 
tho air, make up un interesting perspective, 
while high above them all towers the Paltz 
Point, the pride of our little, quiet neighbor of 
southern Lester. 
In the ride from Kingston 
to Goshen the traveler will have much to ob­ 
serve. 
The country is rich for vegetation. 
The farms are highly productive. The tract of 
land as valuable as uny in the slate. Another 
point In favor of the Wallkill with regard to 
the question of scenery is that here the coun­ 
try is ojieu ou bolti sides of the track, while 
ou the Hudson River road, unless you are so 
fortunate as to secure a seat on the river side, 
you are for the most of the way consigned to 
rocks and precipitate boulders. 
The Wallkill is the cheaper route to Hie 
city. 
Three dollars and seventy-five cents 
purchases a ticket good for one week for both 
ways. 
Tins is cheaper than the summer rates 
on the IluJson River Railroad, leaving out 
ferriage and car fare here and in New York 
city. 
A seat in a palace car on the Wallkill 
Valley from here to New York costs no more 
than the ordinary fare on Hie Hudson River 
road, atiJ we tbiuk we have seen it shown to 
be a few cents cheaper. 


The element of time is also in favor of the 
Wallkill. 
Under the most favorable auspices 
ou cannot get to New York under nearly five 
hours—an hour and a quarter from Kingston 
till the train leaves Rhinebeck, or three hours 
to New York and another hour to where you 
must go to transact your business. 
By the 
boats, of course, the time Is much louger. 
The Wallkill takes you over the trip In just 
four hours a n d a half. 
Let us give the Wallkill credit for what it 
has already done. 
It has brought New York 
and Hie west nearer to us. 
It lias brought 
(rad eto b o th sections of our city; hundreds 
of |K?ople from Whiteport, Rosendale and New 
Paltz daily come to Kingston, make their 
purchases and return. 
It has chtapenetl 
freight tty almost hat/, compelling the Hud­ 
son River road and the boats to lower their 
tarifl fifty per cent. 
To-day you can step into 
the office of the Winter Bros. iii both upper 
find lower Kingston, and purchase tickets 
aud have baggage checked through to San 
Francisco aud Hic western cities, aud if the 
people say it, the palace car arrangem ent 
will be made a permanent tbiug. 


We do not desire to be at all in villous; but 
lit is only human nature for men to consult 
their own interests, and we say that Jk>1 icy as 
'ell as alt past pledges, go to make us sus­ 
tain and patronize Hie Wallkill Valley Rail­ 
way. 
It would a areel) be deemed 
ordinary 
sagacity for a man having invested his money 
in an enterprise to afterwards withdraw Ids 
support front the scheme. 
Our money we 
have given, end shall we now refuse our pat­ 
ronage I 
The town bonding may be a disput­ 
able question, b u ilt has been done, and we 
do not propose to discuss that issue now. 
We say that it is for the interest of our cit­ 
izens to continue to patronize, as they have 
done for the past winter and spring, a road 
w hich has already done and which iii Hie fu­ 
ture will continue to do much toward building 
up our prosperous and thriving city.

Steam Canal Boat». 
The problem of rapid transit by canal, says 
the Troy Press, seems solved by a recent trip 
of u steam canal boat from New York to 
Baílalo in five days aud seven hours running 
time. This is a most remarkable passage,and 
will tend to revolutionize traille on the Erie 
Canal, causing almost as much diflerence in 
the aspect of navigation as Fulton’s steam­ 
boat did iu superseding the sloops and scows 
on the Hudson.

R ailroad Im provem ent. 
The new switch’which is being constructed 
on the horse railroad, will make a double 
track from Schwalbach’s Hotel to Music Hall. 
It is to run up Union avenue to Albany ave­ 
nue,from thence to Clinton avenue, up Clin­ 
ton avenue to John street, up John street to 
Fair street, where it will intersect with the 
main track. The car3 running down will take 
the oid track, while those coming up will run 
on the new one, thu3 doing away witli two 
switches and greatly improving the road.

An Intricate Case Decided—A Mort­ 
gage Given lor $>500 More than 
it w as W ortli. 
In the case of Janies Pratt vs. Ann Aston 
and Enoch Aston, which is an action to fore­ 
close a mortgage, and which was tried at 
Judge Ingall’s circuit, a decision has just been 
rendered. The question involved is that the 
principal of the mortgage not being due when 
the action wa3 commenced, a tender had been 
made of the interest on the mortgage prior to 
the commencement of the action, which ten­ 
der had been refused, and also that $500 of 
the principal was not collectable by the plain­ 
tiff, who was the assignee of the mortgage. 
Judge Ingalls holds that the $500 was not 
collectable, and lie has directed a decree to be 
entered foreclosing the mortgage for $3,000 
with interest, and without costs to either 
party as against the other. Pratt was the 
assignee of the mortgage, which upon its face 
was for $3,500. A man named MeCabe built 
a bouse for Aston, and in payment took the 
mortgage for $3,500, and then assigned it to 
Pratt for its face value. 
Now Aston claims 
that there was really due on the mortgage 
only $3,000, and that the remaining $500 was 
never advanced by McCabe to Aston, but was 
added to the $3,000 only as a sort of security. 
Judge Ingalls decides that the tender of inter­ 
est on the mortgage was not sustained, and 
hence lie directs a foreclosure, but inasmuch 
as the defendants have succeeded in reducing 
the amount [of the mortgage $500, and the 
action being an equity action, costs being in 
the discretion of the court, they are denied to 
either party as against the other.— Troy 
Times.

W a llk ill V alley R a ilw a y . 
C ity o f Kingston, May 18. 
Emma Freem an:—Having ridden several 
times over the Wallkill to New York and back, 
and having tested, as I think, its usefulness 
and practicability, 1 would like the privilege 
of a few lines in your paper to say something 
of our “West Shore Road.” And first, then, the 
Wallkill Valley aflord3 the quickest, while at 
the same time the pleasantest route to the 
city. 
The Hudson River road has iLreo express 
trains a day: oue leaving Rbinebeck 8:29, 
another at 12:19 an 1 the li3t at 6:38. 
To 
take the first it is impossible in the winter 
and very inconvenient in summer; to take the 
second finds you on the cars in the hottest 
part of the day, and brings you in New Y'ork 
city ju3t in time to see all the stores closing, 
aud business for the day practically finished, 
while the latter lands uptown at a late hour in 
the evening, and you consume another hour 
in getting from the Forty-second street depot 
to the Astor House. So far then, as the Hud­ 
son River road is concerned, it presents no 
conveniences at all for business men to and 
from Kingston to New York city. 
With regard to the Wallkill, its time tublo 
presents a more interesting sight. Barring the 
ride in the horse cars to Rondout, dispensing 
with the ferry to Rbinebeck, doing away with 
the general tedious and unpleasant waiting iu 
the depot at Rhinecliff, the Wallkill Valley has 
a through train in wating at the Kingston 
depot every morning at 7:15, which, without 
change of cars, in a little over four hours 
lands passengers either at Thirtieth or Cham­ 
bers street, thus obviating another disagreea­ 
ble circumstance hitherto attendant upon 
travel Ironi here to the city, to-wit: the hour’s 
ride in the crowded horse car from the Hud­ 
son River depot to the business portion of the 
city. Tho same convenience is seen in the 
return trip. At 3:30 you leave New York, at 
8:15 you are home in Kingston. 
With regard to the pleasantue33 of the route, 
we have only to say that the Wallkill is famed 
for its line scenery and that the Shawangunk 
range projecting their dull gray peaks into 
the air, make up an interesting perspective, 
while high above them all towers the Paltz 
Point, the pride of our little, quiet neighbor of 
southern Ülster. In the ride from Kingston 
to Go3hen the traveler will have much to ob­ 
serve. The country is rich for vegetation. 
The farms are highly productive. The tract of 
land as valuable as any in the stale. Another 
point in favor of the Wallkill with regard to 
the question of scenery is.that here the coun­ 
try is open ou both sides of the track, while 
on the Hudson River road, unless you are so 
fortunate as to secure a seat ou Ike river side, 
you are for the most of the way consigned to 
rocks and precipitate boulders. 
Tho Wallkill is the cheaper route to the 
city. Three dollars and seventy-five cents 
purchases a ticket good for one week for both 
ways. This is cheaper than the summer rates 
on the Hudson River Railroad, leaving out 
ferriage and car fare here aud in New York 
city. A seat in a palace car on the Wallkill 
Valley from here to New York costs no more 
than llio ordinary fare on the Hudson River 
road, and we think we have seen it shown to 
be a few cents cheaper. 
The element of time is also in favor of the 
Wallkill. Under the most favorable auspices 
you cannot get to New Y'ork under nearly five 
hours—an hour and a quarter from Kingston 
till the train leaves Rbinebeck, or three hours 
to New York and another hour to where you 
must go to transact your business. By the 
boats, of course, the time is much longer. 
The Wallkill take3 you over the trip In just 
four hours and a half. 
Let us give tho Wallkill credit for wliat it 
has already done. It has brought New Y'ork 
and the west nearer to U3. It ha3 brought 
trade to both sections of our city; hundreds 
of people from Whiteport, Roseudale and New 
Paltz daily come to Kingston, make their 
purchases and return. It has cheapened 
freight by almost half compelling the Hud­ 
son River road and the boats to lower their 
tarifl fifty per cent. To-day you can step into 
the office of Hie Winter Bros, in botli upper 
and lower Kingston, and purchase tickets 
and have baggage checked through to San 
Francisco and the western cities, aud if the 
people say it, the palace car arrangement 
will be mado a permanent.thing. 
We do not desire lo be at all invidous; but 
it is only human nature for men to consult 
their own interests, and we say that policy as 
well as all past pledges, go to make us sus­ 
tain and patronize the Wallkill Valley Rail­ 
way. 
It would s.-arcely be deemed ordinary 
sagacity for a man having invested his money 
in an enterprise to afterwards withdraw his 
support from the scheme. Our money we 
have given, and shall we now refuse our pat­ 
ronage? The town bonding may be a disput­ 
able question, but it has been done, and we 
do not propose to discuss that issue now. 
We say that it is for the interest of our cit­ 
izens to continue to patronize, as they have 
done for the past winter and spring, a road 
which has already done aud which in tho fu­ 
ture will continue to do much toward building 
up our prosperous and thriving city. 


A M ail’s W ife and a Crowd of -Hen 
Waiting- to Sec liim Coniuit Suicide. 
John Truax married at Hoflman’s Ferry, 
Schenectady county, six niontl)3 ago. Not 
long after the couple separated, the wife 
taking possession of a shanty near the Cen­ 
tral’s new tracks at the Ferry, and living 
alone. Truax finally sought a reconciliation, 
but In vain. He then became exceedingly 
jealous of bis wife, and decided to revenge 
himself by committing suicide before her eyes. 
He repaired to tho railroad track, near the 
house which contained his “other half,” and 
after attracting her attention, he laid himself 
down on the track to die—to be crushed to 
death by an approaching locomotive. 
Of 
course she couldn’t sea her dear John ground 
to pieces under the wheels of a whole train of 
freight cars, and would rush out and pull him 
off the rqil, and then ask him lo forgive her, 
and they would both again be happy, and the 
course of true love would once more run 
smoothly. But she didu’t do any such thing. 
She just stood and looked on, awaiting the 
tragedy. All the workmen employed on the 
new Central track stopped their work and 
looked on patiently. The engine of death ap­ 
proached nearer and nearer! 
A moment 
more and John would be ground to pieces. 
But John didn’t like the idea. So he rolled oil' 
the track, and the train rolled along, and 
everybody was disappointed. 
While John 
was lying on the track awaiting death, one of 
the track-layers, an Irishman, rushed into the 
room near by, where the coroner’s inquest in 
the Fagan-Gleason case was progressing, and 
shouted: “Whese’s there a policeman; there’s 
a man out here going to commit suicide, and 
I’ll be hanged if we want any more of this 
kind of business 'round here.”—Troy Times. 


Mure Cure for Scurvy. 
A Marbletown farmer was blessed a short 
time ago by being made the owner of eight 
hogs. Unfortunately, however, these animals 
got the scurvy, so the owuer immediately re­ 
paired lo the great hog doctor in those parts, 
known by the.name of “ Sol,” and wanted to 
know wliat he must do to save his hogs. 
Sol, which is short for Solomon, is a near rela­ 
tive of tb(it wise man named in Scripture, and 
Is not only thoroughly read in regard to all 
diseases of all animals, but is specially posted 
In relation to hog diseases. 
He therefore 
quickly responded that they must be given 
arsenic, which would cure the scurvy in short 
order. The farmer bought the arsenic, gave 
it to his swine, and now four of them are 
dead, while the others look very much as 
though they Intend to follow suit. There isn’t 
a doubt, however, about the scurvy being 
cured.
